MARK’S REMARKS 


This is only the third time I’ve 
written for this space and already 
I'm resorting to name-calling. You 
see, part of my job as Senior Exec 
Ed is keeping track of the names of 
Marvel’s multitude of characters 
(over 3000 names at most recent 
estimate) in order to prevent need- 
less duplication and confusion. So 
as keeper of the master list, | get to 
tell our creative people if a given 
name is “taken” or not. There’s 
sometimes a debate as to what 
constitutes “taken.”

Well, | combed the 
list and found 26 names used by 
three different characters (such as 
Ape-Man, Atom-Smasher, Block- 
buster, Colossus, Goliath, Leviathan, 
Ox, Pestilence, Stinger, Warlock, 
and Whizzer), six names used by 
four different characters (Box, Exe- 
cutioner, Hate-Monger, Mr. Fear, 
Phoenix, and Smasher), five names 
used by five different characters 
(Black Knight, Destroyer, Red 
Guardian, Scourge, and Sleeper). 
Finally, there have been at least six 
or seven guys who wore the cos- 
tume of Captain America for at least 
‘one whole issue.
